7 Ex ved ſcverall Informations of great ſummes of Money endevoured to be 
x* > borrowed of Our City of London by ſome direction proceeding from 
3 Way both Our Houſes of Parliament , and likewiſe that great labour is 
5% uſcd to perſwade Our Subjects to raiſe Horſe, and to furniſh Money, 
upon pretence of providing a Guard for Our Parliament ; Theſe are 
tolet you know , that ( notwithſtanding any ſcandalous Votes which 
have preſumed to Declare Our Intention of leavying War againſt Our Parliament,'and 
to 1ry other aſperſions on Us , ſo fully diſavowed by Us in the preſence of Almighty 
God,by Our ſeverall Anſwers and Declarations ) all Our defires and purpoſes are for 
the publike Peace, and that we have not the leaſt thought of raifing or ufing Force, ex= 


cept We are compelled to it, for the defence of Our Perſon, and in Protection of the 


Liw : And therefore we expe , that you ſuffer not your ſelves to be mil-led by ſuch 
v-in and improbable figgeſtions, and to declare , that if you ſhall lend any ſums of 
Money towards the reliet of Ireland (to which We have contributed all the afſiftance 
could be defired of Us, which way ſoever the Money given and raiſed to that purpoſe 
3s diſpoſed ) or towards the payment of Our Scots Subjeas , We ſhall take it as anace 
cep'able Service at your hands; but if upon generall Pretences contrived by a few, 
FaQious perſons againſt the peace of the Kingdom, you ſhall give or lend any Money 
or provide or. raiſe any Horſes or Arms toward the raifing ſuch a Guard, We ſhall 
look upon it as the ratfing Force againſt Us, and to be done in malice and contempt of 
Us and Our Authority. And we do therefore ſtraitly charge and command you ta 
publiſh this Our Letcer to the ſeverall Maſters and Wardens of the ſeverall Companies, 
that they may be aſſured, that ſuch Money as they ſhall lend our of their good affeion 


to he Kingdom, may be onely imployed for Ire/and or Scotland, and not toward ſuch 


Guards, which (intruth) arc intended by the Contrivers of that Defigne (though 
We belceve many honeſt men ſeduced by them donot yet ſee their end) to be imploy= 
ed againſt Os : And if you and they ſhall kerein fail punRually and ſeverally to obſerve 
Our commands, We ſhall not onel y proceed againſt the ſeverall Companies for decet- 


vine the Truſt repoſed inthem ; but againſt the particular perſons, as Contemners and 


Oppaſers of Our Aurhoritie,and of the Law of the Land, in the moſt exemplary way 
the known Law of the Land (hall preſcribe ro Us; And fhall be compelled to queſtion 


' the Charter of your City, which We are willing yet to beleeve ( notwithſtanding the 


Bat barous and Infolent demeanour of the mcaner and baſer fort ) ina good degreeto 


_ cominue Loyall to Us. And of your obedienceto theſe Our Commands Wedo expe 
 andreq rea full Account, andofthe names of ſuch Perſons who ſhall oppoſe the 


ſme. Hereof faile you nor as you will anſwer the contrary at your perill. 
Given at Our Court at 70k the 14 day of June, in the 11.yeer of Our Reign. 1643.
